Governor  Mario  M.  Cuomo,  Governor  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  will  deliver  the  annual  Sherr 
Lecture  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  on  Thursday, 
April  30  at  8  p.m.  The  topic  of  his  lecture  will 
)e  “Religion  and  State.” 

Governor  Cuomo  is  now  in  his  second  term  of 
office  as  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  York.  He 
was  elected  to  a  second  term  by  the  highest  vic¬ 
tory  margin  in  the  history  of  the  state’s  guber¬ 
natorial  elections.  He  gained  national  attention 
when  he  delivered  the  keynote  address  at  the  1984 
Democratic  Convention.  Also  in  that  same  year 
he  delivered  a  speech  at  the  University  of  Notre 
Dame  on  Church-State  relations  which  attracted 
wide  interest. 

Governor  Cuomo  has  written  two  books,  both 
published  by  Random  House:  Forest  Hills 
Diary —The  Crisis  of  Low  Income  Housing  (1974) 
based  upon  his  involvement  in  the  resolution  of 
the  Forest  Hills  housing  controversy  and  Diaries 
of  Mario  M.  Cuomo  (1984)  which  details  his  race 
for  governor  in  1982. 

A  native  New  Yorker,  he  attended  public 
schools  in  the  Borough  of  Queens,  graduated  from 
St.  John’s  University  summa  cum  laude  and  tied 
for  top  honors  at  the  St.  John’s  University  School 
of  Law.  He  clerked  for  a  New  York  State  Court 
of  Appeals  judge  upon  graduation  from  Law 
School  and  subsequently  entered  private  prac¬ 
tice  while  continuing  to  teach  at  the  law  school. 

Governor  Carey  appointed  him  Secretary  of 
State  in  1975  and  in  1978  he  was  elected  Lieute¬ 
nant  Governor.

Ambassador  Benjamin  Netanyahu  Speaks  At  Sisterhood  Sabbath  Service

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Let  One  Who  Is  Hungry 
Enter  and  Eat 

This  year,  as  for  centuries  past,  Jews 
everywhere  will  begin  their  Passover  seder  with 
the  words,  “Let  all  who  are  hungry  enter  and  eat.” 

As  never  before,  we  now  know  how  many  are 
hungry,  here  at  home,  in  our  own  communities, 
and  around  the  world. 

The  poor  are  not  helped  by  our  rhetoric,  no  mat¬ 
ter  how  compelling. 

And  so,  this  Passover,  a  fifth  question:  Can  we 
transform  our  words  of  welcome  into  a  collec¬ 
tive  act  of  loving-kindness? 

The  answer  is  that  we  can  —  by  our  support 
of  MAZON,  the  national  Jewish  response  to 
hunger.  Organized  in  the  Fall  of  1985,  MAZON 
(a  Hebrew  word  which  means  food)  encourages 
Jews  everywhere  to  add  a  three  percent  surcharge 
to  the  cost  of  their  celebrations,  their  simchas  — 
bar  and  bat  mitzvah  parties,  weddings,  reunions, 
whatever.  Thousands  of  people  have  already 
enhanced  the  joy  of  their  own  celebrations  by  this 
modest  gesture.  And  with  the  dollars  thus  rais¬ 
ed,  MAZON  has  already  helped  a  soup  kitchen 
in  Dallas,  an  agricultural  training  project  in  Sri 
Lanka,  a  Meals-on-Wheels  program  in  New  York, 
a  food  pantry  program  in  Indianapolis  and  scores 
of  other  worthy  projects  around  the  country  and 
around  the  world. 

That’s  what  we  do.  That’s  what  Jews  do.  We 
are  rachmanim  b'nei  rachmanim,  the  compas¬ 
sionate  children  of  compassionate  parents. 

The  above  words  are  from  the  March,  1987 
issue  of  Moment,  an  excellent  magazine.  I  urge 
our  members  and  friends  to  take  these  words  to 
heart.  When  next  you  celebrate  a  simcha,  send

High  School  students  will  gather  and  distribute  Passover  food  packages 
to  the  Jewish  elderly  members  of  Project  Ezra  on  Sunday,  April  12,  with 
the  assistance  of  High  School  staff  and  parents. 

At  Home 
Forbidden  Foods 

certain  foods  can  not  be  eaten  on  Passover.  They  include  those  foods 
prepared  from  five  species  of  grain:  wheat,  barley,  oats,  spelt  and  rye  which 
has  been  allowed  to  leaven.  Any  food  containing  even  a  minute  amount  of 
this  leavened  grain  is  forbidden  on  Passover.  In  addition,  rice,  millet,  corn, 
peas  and  beans  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  prohibited  foods  by  the  rabbis. 

Therefore,  bread,  cake,  cookies  and  crackers  are  prohibited,  as  well  as 
cereals  made  from  these  grains.  Alcoholic  beverages,  including  wines,  are 
forbidden  as  well,  unless  they  are  certified  Kosher  for  Passover.  Since  all 
mixtures  of  leavened  or  fermented  grains  are  prohibited,  foods  such  as  can¬ 
dies  and  soft  drinks  must  contain  a  Kosher  for  Passover  certification  to  be 
used  on  Passover.  Commercially  produced  cakes,  cookies  and  mixes  which 
are  certified  Kosher  for  Passover  by  rabbinical  authority  are  permitted. 

Permitted  Foods 

permitted  without  a  Kosher  for  Passover  label  are:  fruits  and  vegetables 
(except  those  mentioned  above)  in  both  their  natural  and  frozen  state,  string 
beans,  coffee,  tea,  suger,  salt,  pepper  and  garlic  provided  no  other  ingre¬ 
dient  has  been  added  to  them. 

Dishes  and  Utensils 

only  dishes  and  utensils  specially  reserved  for  Passover  should  be  us¬ 
ed.  It  is  possible  to  kosher  utensils  made  wholly  of  metal  and  which  are 
used  during  the  year  by  thoroughly  scouring  them,  allowing  them  to  stand 
unused  for  24  hours  and  them  immersing  them  in  boiling  water.  All  table 
glassware  is  permitted  after  thorough  scouring. 

Pot  and  pans  made  wholly  of  metal  which  are  used  for  cooking  (not  for 
baking )  may  be  koshered  by  being  washed  thoroughly,  waiting  24  hours 
and  then  immersing  them  in  boiling  water.  Vessels  made  wholly  of  metal, 
but  used  for  broiling,  may  be  koshered  by  scouring  and  then  heating  them 
until  they  are  red  hot. 

All  utensils  used  for  baking  during  the  year  cannot  be  used  for  Passover. 
Earthenware,  enamelware  and  porcelain  utensils  used  during  the  year  may 
not  be  used  during  Passover.

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Service  To  Commemorate 
Yom  HaShoah,  Holocaust  Day 

A  special  service  commemorating  Yom  Ha¬ 
Shoah,  Holocaust  Day,  will  take  place  in  the  Ap- 
pleman  Chapel  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  on 
Sunday,  April  26,  beginning  at  10  a. m.  The  guest 
speaker,  Mr.  Efraim  Zuroff  will  speak  on  “Nazi 
Hunting.” 

Mr.  Zuroff  was  born  in  New  York  and  made 
aliyah  to  Israel  in  1970.  He  received  his  Master’s 
degree  from  the  Hebrew  University  and  began 
his  work  on  Holocaust  studies  at  Yad  Vashem 
where  he  served  as  assistant  editor.  He  also  was 
a  lecturer  at  the  School  for  Overseas  Students  of 
Hebrew  University. 

In  1978  he  bacame  the  first  director  of  the  Simon 
Wiesenthal  Center  for  Holocaust  Studies  in  Los 
Angeles.  He  has  lectured  extensively  on  the 
Holocaust  throughout  the  United  States  and  on 
college  campuses.  He  was  the  historical  advisor 
for  the  movie  Genocide  which  won  an  Oscar  as 
the  best  documentary  film  of  1982. 

Returning  to  Israel  in  1980,  he  became  a  re¬ 
searcher  for  the  Office  of  Special  Investigations 
of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Justice,  established  for 
the  purpose  of  prosecuting  Nazi  war  criminals 
living  in  the  U.S.  He  found  numerous  historical 
documents  in  Israel  which  served  as  evidence  in 
the  trials  of  Nazi  war  criminals.  He  also  was  able 
locate  hundreds  of  Holocaust  survivors,  some 
whom  have  testified  in  the  trials  held  in  the  U.  S. 
In  the  summer  of  1986,  he  opened  a  branch  of 
the  Simon  Wiesenthal  Center  in  Jerusalem  and 
led  a  campaign  to  uncover  and  bring  about  the 
prosecution  of  Nazi  war  criminals  living  in  the 
West.
